Pursuant to published call issued by 
Slebbins King, of Decatur, less than 
1 prohibitionists of the counties of 


McLean and Logan, with a scattering 
few fiom Macon and DeWitt counties, as- 
sembled at the tabernacle this forenoon at 
11 o'clock for the purpose of nominating 
a candidate for cong-ese, to be voted for 
by the straight-out prohibitionists of the 
Fourteenth Distnct 
It hud been an- 


nounced previous to the meeting to-day 
that a special train from Lincoln would 
be run into Decatur, the delegation of 
200 or 300 persons to be accompanied b) 
the Lincoln brass baud, but the b.md 
didnt mate'i.ilize, .md onlv about i'j 
Lincolmtcs were p eseut.

BTJKIAL OF MRS. LINCOLN. 


frvin TlUKlnifs Dailu. 


The Springfield Journal of this 


morning, in speaking of the prepara- 
tions for Mrs. Lincoln's 
funeral, 


which will take place at JO A. M. to- 
morrow (unless such 
arrangement 


should prove unsatisfactory to Sec- 
retary Lincoln, who will not arrive 
until this afternoon) has the follow- 
ing items of interest: 


The execution of the funeral ar- 


rangements is entrusted to Mr. T. C. 
Smith, undertaker, of this city. Yes- 
terday he visited the National Lin- 
coln Monument to provide fpr the 
disposition of the body in the crypt 
which has been prepared for it for 
several years. This crypt is the first 
to the left of the center facing the 
door of the catacomb, and adjoining 
that of Mr. Lincoln. 
The body will 


be enclosed in a heavy burial case, 
lined with lead, and entirely covered 
without with black velvet and costly 
trimmings. 
This, of course, is- all 


all that will appear to the public. 
This casket, however, will be careful- 
ly closed and hermetically sealed up 
in a lead case. 
The whole will then 


oe placed in tho crypt assigned to it, 
and that hermetically scaled. 
Tho 


work of putting the crypt in proper 
condition to receive the body has 
been entrusted to Mr. Adam John- 
ston, of this city. 


During yesterday the friends found 


Mrs. Lincoln's wedding ring. 
This 


ring she had worn almost constantly 
since her marriage; but recently her 
finger had swollen and she had taken 
it off. It is of Etruscan gold and is 
now quite thin from wear. 
It is in- 


scribed with: "A. L. to Mary, Nov. 
4, 1842. 
Love is Eternal."' 
The 


ring will be put on and probably be 
buried with her.

curiosity as to the value of Mrs, Lin- 
coln's estate, it is probably not iru 
proper to say now that tho United 
States 
bonds 
belonging 
thereto,

Below is the declaration of principles 


adopted by prohibitionists, in attendance 
at the mass congressional 'convention yes- 
terday: 


Keaoleal, That the manufacture'and sale of 


intoxicants as beverages are crimes against 
God and a curse-and gin ago inst man, which no 
human enaetiaenfcnor usage can make right, 
and that Christianity, humanity and patriotism 
demand its abolition. Therefore we favor: 


I. The legal .prohibition, in the District ol 


Columbia, trie territories and in every other 
place subject to the laws of congress of the 
importation, exportation, manufacture anil 
truthc in all alcoholic beverages as n high 
crime against soclely. and we invor an amend- 
ment ot the constitution to render this prohib- 
itory measure universal and permanent, and 
the adoption of treaty stipulations with for- 
eign powers to prevent the importation anil 
exportation of nil alcoholic beverage?. 


'i. The adoption of an amendment to the 


constitution of the state of Illinois prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages in the state. 


3. The abolition of class legislation and of 


special privileges in the jfovernmcut and the 
adoption of equal sufrinu-c and of eligibility to 
olliee without distinction ol nice, religious 
•ee'l. property or sex.

Corn and Wheat. 


The July returns of the depart 


ment of agriculture, »t Washington 
from all the states and territories in 
the United States,indicate an increase 
of area planted to corn exceeding : 
per cent, or 2,500,000 acres. In 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, there has 
been a loss of acreage, but in al 
other states of prominence in corn 
growing there is some increase. The 
condition of corn is markedly low 
from late planting, cold and wel 
weather, and replanting after floods 
but has been improving during June; 
and it is generally in fair vigor and 
active growth, promising a far better 
condition in August should the sea- 
son continue as favorable as at this 
date. The general average is 85, 
against 00 in July of last year, pre- 
vious to the disastrous dronth which 
set iu. 
The condition of winter 


wheat averages higher than at the 
previous July return, 104 against S3 
last July. The spring wheat average 
stands 300. instead of 90 in 1881. 
Unless the proportion of wheat to 
straw should be less than usual, or 
the grain be damaged after harvest- 
ing, or the grain be damaged after 
aarvesting. the crop must provn to 
>e one of the largest ever garnered 
n this country. 


The Illinois department of agri- 


3ulture reports the prospect for corn 
lever more discouraging. 
Eains 


mve been excessive in the central 
>ortion of the state, weeds have made 
rapid growth, aad ranch land re1- 
.erved for corn has not been planted. 
fhe yield in the northern division 
iromises to be only 64 per cent, of 
an average, in the central division 
about 60 per cent., and in the south- 
prn division about 81 per cent.

Growth of Farming. 
Fivm tlic Boston Traveler. 


The pessimists who are constantly 


prophesying disaster because of the 
sgrowtli of onr American cities, which 
as they have been in the habit of 
affirming, is at the expense of the 
rural and farming districts, will do 
well to consult the figures in a cen- 
sus bulletin jnst issued, which gives 
the statistics of farms in the United 
States. 
From this bulletin it ap- 


pears that the number of farms has 
increased from 2,600,000 in 1870 to 
4,000,000 in 1880, an increase of 51 
per cent. 
When it is remembered 


that the increase of population was 
about 30 per cent during the same 
period this agricultural development 
is one of tho most striking facts re- 
vealed by the censu~. 
This increase 


has been the largest in the south, 
and in the northern and Paciiic 
states. For instance, the increase 
in Alabama is 102 per cent, in Ar- 
kansas 1)1, in Florida 12U, in Geor- 
gia J8. in Louisiana 70, in Missis- 
sippi 50, ia North Carolina fiS, 
in South Carolina 51, in Texas 183. 
These figures, so far as the south is 
concerned, are specially encoura^in", 
indicating as they ^o the social and 
industrial change in the south since 
tne war, and hhow the extent to 
which its once great plantations have 
been cut into small farms. 
Turning 


to the west, wo rind that Iowa farms 
have increased 59 per cent, Minne- 
sota 09. Nebraska 415, Oregon 114, 
California 51, and Dakota Territory 
i)00 per cent. 
This phenomenal in- 


crease has of course been largely due 
to the rapid settlement of this" por- 
tion of the country, but in Ae older 
states where \\e find the larger cities 
it is also found that tho increase of 
farms has kept pace with the increase 
of population, so that the fears of 
those who prate about tho abnor- 
mal growth of our large cities, and 
the dangers consequent thereon, are 
practically groundless.

spring over 9,000 calves, and has 
sent to market this season 0,000 beef 
cattle. Those figures jivovo Mr. Tod - 
hunter to be the largest stock raiser 
in the country. Thoro are others 
who send more'cattle to the market, 
but they buy instead of raising thorn. 
Ho has over 20.000 head of stock 
cattle, and over 100.000 acres of 
patented land. 
He got patents last 


month for 33,000 acres of swamp 
land in one bunch. 
Ho has about 


100 bulls and 300 aaddle horses. He 
employs 50 men and puts up <J,500 
tons of hay to guard agniust hard 
winters. He keeps 100 work horses, 
and raises enough grain to f :>d all 
his saddle and work stock. 
Besides 


his cattle he has TOO or 800 stock 
horses, 4 jacks and 50 stallions. His 
stock is divided among four ranches 
—one known as the White House 
ranehe, lying just inside the Oregon 
hne, where 5.000 head are kept; one 
in Long Valley, in the northwest 
corner of Nevada, lying alongside of 
Surprise, supports 4,000 head; the 
Pyramid ranch, lying at the north- 
east corner of the lake, has 1,500 
head and a lot of horses; the Abbott 
ranch, at Steen's mountain, feeds 
about 5,000, and Haruey valley 5,- 
000 more. 
The home 'ranch 'is 23 


miles from a neighbor.

Kev. Henry Ward Beeeher's ser- 


nion on Sunday morning was an ex- 
amination of the method of creation. 
There were a great many questions, 
llr. .Beecher said, that people did 
not dare to thir.k about, simply be- 
cause they could not solve them. 
Some persons argued for unbelief in 
the teachings of the Christian relig- 
ion from the order of nature, They 
reflected on the extraordinary organ- 
ization of the world on the key-note 
of destruction. 
The principle of 


destroying was the foundation of the 
world. 
It was in the very organic 


nature of the animal kingdom, for 
example, that one part should live by 
destroying the other part. 
The 


shark, the tiger and tho lion were or- 
ganized ferocities. 
Pretty poetry 


was written about the graceful curve's 
of the swallow in its night, but the 
swallow was simply himtino- for 
something to eat, and it killed Thous- 
ands of insects while the poets were 
engaged 
in writing their poetry. 


The whole animal race were butchers, 
with man at the top. 
Man .was the 


most enormous butcher and'eater of 
them all. All animals ate, and ate 
to prepare themselves for man's table. 
Man was the most destructive of 
them all. Some persons said this 
was a perversion of God's original 
purpose; that the fall of Adam was 
the cause of this destructive princi- 
ple of life. In other words, God put 
two ignorant human beings in the 
Garden of Eden, surrounded them 
with the animal kingdom, and then, 
when they fell, He changed every- 
thing and altered the lion's teeth 
from grinders to tearers. 
Such a 


plea as that was infantile and puerile, 
and it would do well if, in time, it 
saved itself from the term idiotic. 


Mr. Beecher said, in conclusion, 


that at every step in the evolution of 
the race there was a gain for the law 
of benevolence. Nature went on de- 
veloping until the point was reached 
when we suff?red ourselves to pre- 
vent others from sunering.

That pain 
and suflering go beyond the confines 
of this life I do believe, but not eter- 
nally. 
I don't know why, when per- 


sons who have not obeyed God's 
laws here drift over into the other 
world, pain should not have the same 
effect there as here—to drive them 
back to obedience. 
We can't prove 


it by tbe Scriptures, nor can we 
prove that it don't. 
The Scriptures 


don't settle such questions. They 
are left vague. 
But in the grand 


hour of final victory there will be no 
undergroan of suffering that is eter- 
nal and knows no end but suffering. 
Such a thing would be barbaric, in- 
fernal, demoniacal. 
I can never 


worship any God but a just God. 
Take away the idea of eternal tor- 
ment and you take away half the 
problems that prevent man's progress, 
and you throw light on God's jus- 
tice.''

increased from 0,000, a century ago, 
to 300,000 at the present day. 
The 


modern city is built on the isthmus 
connecting the main land with the 
island of Pharos and on the island 
itself. 
The new streets, like the Rue 


Bas-el-Teen and the Rue deMeidan, 
present the aspect of a European 
city, but in the Turkish quarter the 
streets are narrow and dirty. Tho 
new embankment along the eastern 
harbor, and the new buildings on the 
great square of Mehernet AH, have 
added greatly to the attractiveness 
of the city. 
The palace of the Pa- 


sha and the lofty harem first strike 
the stranger's attention on entering 
the city. 
Among the other large 


buildings are the custom house, the 
arsenal, the medical, naval and other 
schools. 
The Place Mehemet Ali, or 


grand square of tbe consuls, where 
the greatest part of the massacre in 
the recent riots took place, is the 
center of European Alexandria. The 
older bouses recall somewhat those 
of Italian seaports. On this square 
are the principal hotels, banks,steam- 
ship offices, and the dwellings of 
most of the consuls. At each ex- 
tremity of the square is a fountain, 
which at sunrise and sunset are sur- 
rounded by Arabs performing their 
ablutions. 
The Pasha's palace i» 


finely situated facing the sea, and is 
surrounded by beautiful gardens. 
The grand staircase is of Carrara 
marble. 
The bjiklings of the harem 


stand opposite.
